I. Plerpont Morgan'* Former Partner 


I* Given an All Powerful Place In 
the Councils of the New Roosevelt 
Party, the Leader* In Progressive 
Movement Deciding That He Was 
Just the Man For the Place. 


Chicago, Aug. 9.—.At the first ses- 
lon of the national committee of the 
new Roosevelt party there was a 
engthy discussion as to who should 


chairman of the executive commit-, 


ee of nine. This executive committee 
to the all powerful one of the cam- 


gn. 
George W. Perkins of New 


fork was present He had been men- 
tioned for the post He said that he 
was utterly diffident, felt that a good 
many criticisms had been passed on 
ifin, believed that a good many more 
would be fired at him by the Repub- 
licans and the Democrats and he did 
not desire to take * step which in any 
way would militate against the suc- 
cess of the progressive party. 


E. A. VanValkenburg, editor of the 


Philadelphia North American, William 
Flinn and others at once spoke out 
and declared that Mr. Perkins must be 
the chairman of the executive com- 
mittee. Their line of argument was 
n effect that Mr. Perkins was a very 
wealthy man, interested in many ot 
the gigantic financial Interests cf the 
country, and the fact that this was so 
would, impress the Roosevelt voter 
with the fact that if Mr. Perkins 
could afford to throw the weight of his 
influence to the Progressive party he 
would be an asset: and not a liability 
in the further ground that it had been 
charged that Roosevelt would destroy 
he big interests of the country. 


It was declared by Mr. Van Valken- 


nirg, Mr. Flinn and the others in the 
committee that the very fact that Mr. 
Perkins would be chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee would be a refuta- 
tion of the charge against Roosevelt 
hat he would destroy business, that 
he was a wrecker, and in turn th.i 
election of Mr. Perkins as chairman 
of the executive committee would be 
a guarantee to the business men and 
o .the humbler followers of business 
men that Roosevelt was not a destruc- 
tionist, hut a constructionist. 


Senator Dixon. the new chairman of 


:he committee, presided and beside 
lim was the vice chairman of the com- 
mittee, ex-Governor Franklin Fort of 
New Jersey, and Oscar King Davis, 
secretary of the committee. 


As the result of the discussion over 


Mr. Perkins the national committee 
unanimously made him chairman of 
:he executive committee. Mr. Perkins 
n a few pleasant words acknowledged 
:he compliment. It was then decided 
that the headquarters of Jbe executive 
committee shall be in New York city 
and that the national committee will 
also assemble there, 
but it Is very 


jrohable that there will be a branch 
n Washington; also that the cam- 
paign will be divided-into four divi- 
sions, over which vice chairmen will 
preside, the Pacific coast states, the 
central states, the gulf states and the 
Atlantic states. 
There was a long 


talk over the nine' members of the ex 
ecutive committee. Chairman 'Dixon 
however, has the power practically to 
make the selections for this commit 
tee. 


Before leaving 
Chicago Colonel 


Roosevelt held a conference with 
Senator Beveridge, George W. Perkins 
and William Allen White, discussing 
with them the plans'of the Progressive 
national committee. Earlier he s'pen

BLED SOUL. 


LESSON TEXT—Mark 4:35 to CdO 
GOLDEN TEXT—"God Is our refuge 
and strength, a very present help to trou- 
ble. Therefore willVe not fear, though 


mountains be removed Into the heart of 
the eea." Fa. 46:l-z, 


We now turn from our studies in 


the manifesto or Inaugural address of 
Jesus to one of the outstanding inci- 
dents of hjs life of service. 


This lesson is a dramatic one, lights 


and shadows, surprise and revelation, 
rebuke and encouragement are rapid- 
ly mingled. The subject of the les- 
son is well chosen. Leaving the multi- 
tude to whom he had been preaching, 
Jesus commands that they pass over 
to the other side of the lake,,v. 35. 
"Let us pass over," he says. Jesus 
never asks his disciples to go where 
he will not go or has not been before. 
How touchingly vivid is the sugges- 
tion of v. 36, "they took him as he 
was,"—he is tired and weary, he, 
whose invitation is to all who are 
weary and needing rest, he who had 
not where to lay his head, is carried 
by loving hands into the boat and is 
soon lost in restful slumber? Loving 
hands minister to the loved teacher.

soon to meet a case of great Bin, are 
before that met by a great storm. But 
be who is Lord and Master of forces 
sleeps calmly on. Why not? Who 
else could be Indifferent? Not so these 
disciples* they have yet to know him 
perfectly and hence it is quite natural 
that in their alarm they should awak- 
en him as they view the rapidly fill- 
ing boat and exclaim, "Master, carest 
thou not that we perish?" Weary as 
he was, and personally indifferent as 
he may have been, yet for the sake ol 
his.chosen friends he arose and re- 
buked the storm, and the peace which 
he later gave the demoniac is first 
shown in material things as he quieted 
the waves (Compare v. 39 and 15) 


Had Little Faith. 


It was a great storm, T. 37, like- 


wise a great calm. The psalmist says, 
"great peace have they who love thy 
law," great peace have they who truly 
know and love-Jetus, (Jota ^14:27). 
His rebuke to the disciples, v. 40, was 
so gentle as to lose its sting. "how 
Is it that ye have so little faith?" They 
had some-faith, it is true, for they ap- 
pealed to him in their great need, but 
oh so little. Our proportion of faith 
is the measure of our fear. What 
wonder (v. 41) that they were amazsd. 
This man of flesh who had been sleen. 
ing the sleep of intense weariness com- 
manding the sea and that it should 
obey him with the meekness of a 
child. "What manner of man is this?" 
Nineteen hundred years has failed to 
answer that query. 


Reacting the other side they entered 


the land of Gadara. There they met 
a demoniac who is, we .believe, a type 
or picture of great sin in that he -was 
(a) without restraint, "no man could 
bind him," v. 3; (b) he was injuring 
himself "cutting, etc.," v. 5; (c) he 
was separated from his friends, "dwelt 
among the tombs," v. 3; (d) he was 
"unclean," v. 2. There is also evi- 
dence of the futility of human resolu- 
tions and the vainness of attempts at 
control or reformation, see verse 4,— 
"no man had the strength to tame 
him." Then note the torment of his 
life, v. 7. 


Sins to Account For. 


Church members have no right to 


condemn the liquor traffic and then 
*o rent stores'in which to carry on 
the same. Naturally therefore, these 
people when they saw their illegal 
gains interfered with should request 
Jesus to. depart, v. 17, and this even 
in the face of what had been done for 
stricken man. Luke tells us (Luke 
8:37) that they were holden with a 
great fear. Fear of what? Surely not 
any fear of this Galilean teacher, but 
rather were they fearful of the effect 
of his life upon their material pros- 
perity.' Big business will have som 
sias to account for when in the face 
of known facts they still press fo 
their gains ignoring the'cty of the at 
flicted and careless of unreasonabl 
house and unsanitary living condl 
tions. 


On the other hand why did Jesus re- 


fuse such a logical and seemingly rea 
Eonable and proper a request as tha 
recorded In Verse 18? Was it not a 
very natural request and an evidence 
of gratitude as well? Jesus, however 
knew a better place, for he saw 
greater joy in store for this m«_ 
Hence he commanded the man to "gi 
home."

INCREASE IN RYE CULTURE 


The price of wheat and oats, in the 


local market, has decreased in the 
ast few weeks and now- oats stands 
at 27 cents and wheat at 95 cents 
per bushel. The decreased price ia 
these grains is directly due to th 
threshing season which is now in ful 
blast in the rural districts. 
Farmers 


rather than thresh their grain aiu 
store the entire yield of the whea 
and oats crop and run the risk o 
losing a portion of it by molding anc 
the heating, which commonly occui> 
when newly threshed wheat is placee 
iii the granary,, haul it to the dealer.' 
and dispose of it. 
This tends t 


flood the market, making the prices 
of the product decrease in propor 
turn to the excess amount of grain on 
the market. 


The loss which many farmers en 


countered this year with their whea 
crop will also tend to make the cul 
ture of rye in this section of th 
country increase to a great extent 
Rye is a hearty grain and can with 
stand cold weather, hard winds, can 
be grown in less fertile soil and othe 
conditions that made the wheat croj 
a losing proposition to the farmer 
and'it is now probable that the far 
m'ers will abandon a portion of th 
land used for wheat and in prefer 
ence, rye will be grown."-This insure 
the farmer against possible losses by 
weather conditions, and rather than 
run the risk with the wieat crop he 
will advance the growing of rye

In response 
to his request the gunboat' Nashville, 
which has been held at Guantinamo, 
Cuba, in view of the disturbances of 
the Haytien-Dominlcan border, was at 
once ordered to the Haytien capital. 
• Minister Furaiss gave no details and 
did not state whether the explosion 
was believed to be the result of a plot 
against the life of President Leconte 
or an accident. The Haytien coriferess \ 
was to meet at once to choose a new 
president. 


In view of what amounts to a state 


of war existing between the Domini- 
can republic and Hayti in the vicinity 
of their northern border; It is expect- 
ed that the death of President Leconte 
may have serious consequences and 
precipitate a general 
disturbance 


through Hayti. Only prompt action, 
It is believed, "will avert an attempt to 
seize the presidency upon the part of 
one or more aspirants. 


Dispatches regarding the situation 


on the border between th8 two coun- 
tries indicate that the United States 
may be compelled to land an armed! 
force in that vicinity in order to pro- 
tect the Dominican customs houses.! 
Dominican revolutionists have suc- 
cessfully attacked the border town of 
Dajabon twice in the last few days 
and driven government troops out of [ 
it. This town is a port of entry arid 
the customs house is in charge of an 
American collector.

MINERS ENTOMBED 


Horrible Disaster Overtakes Pitmen in 


German Colliery. 


Bochum, Germany,,Aug. 9.—A min- 


ing disaster which imperilled the lives 
of 650 pitmen, occurred in the Lor- 
raine pit in the vicinity of the village 
of Gerthe. Many of the men were res 
cued, but it is now known that 103 
persons were killed and it is feared 
that the number will grow larger.

are still entombed* and have almost 
certainly perished. 


The day shift of 650 men had just 


descended into the workings and were 
distributing themselves along the va- 
rious levels when thi firedamp explo- 
sion occurred. 


The detonation was heard at the 


surface and the officials on duty Imme- 
diately formed rescue parties of the 
men belonging to the night shift who 
rushed back to the pit mouth together 
with the villagers.
